But they are not all tragedies wbicli claim the attention of the Coun- 
sellor. Sometimes it Is liealth, and lr tlie general ignorance were not so 
pitiful, II would possess a comic side. The Counsellor is obliged to Fludy 
pretty closely the cause and effect of physical ills, with certain needrul 
forms or treatment before she can advise in the varied ea-^es that come 
before ber. 

Questions Asked. 

Bui these cases are not ignored, or treated with a Fntile. "There is 
a reason for this," says the Counsellor, and forthwith sols to work to 
find it out and offer the right remedy — aided frequently, of course, by 
the Medical Officer of the International Headquarters. 

In Sellers and lectures alike, the Counsellor insists upon rational 
eating, rational breaking.. rational bathing raiioivil p\«>rcf*-o, and Ite 
effects of such simple treatment are already showing themselves In Uie 
upbulld'ng of many w<"aVcn«! ennsti-nHocs. 

Difficulties Hoarding situations claim a good deal of attention. Some- 
times It 's the fault of llhe em^Uoyer, W5?n*>* insp^ lhr* fault of tlie er.i- 
ployed. Whatever it is nirat be found and dealt with. A lcgi!l qaesl!on 
la frequently involved; ignorance on tjic ujait of a lad or p/.rl must be en-

ance was not even suspected. "If 
lhat Is Bhat you teach your people 
I hope you'll live for ever!" ejacula- 
ted one much-surprised man. 

Often a. confession of wrong la 
needful when restitution Is not re- 
quired.

She 
fcnelt at the penitent form and prom- 
ised to acknowledge her fault to those 
whom she had w roused. 

Restitution Is always moat ctriolly 
insisted upon In all counsels given to 
penitents and convicted persons.

A Turkish Marriage. 

In Turkey marr age is a slrlctlj 
civil act. the validity or which con- 
sists In its belug attested by at least 
two witnesses; and. although an Iman.

capaciiy. The ct!1 ceremony is 
.simplicity itself. The bridegroom

We 
hat. a very prolPauie da;.- E fighting, 
with eight out for cleansing and three 
for salvation. Three of these com- 
rades, including two sisters, gave sp 
their pipes. The Xosa women are 
Inveterate smokers. We had an In- 
teresting and successful experiment 
on Sunday afternoon in the sba-.it tii 
a united open-air demonstration in 
the Market Square, King William's 
Town. Five Corps united, one of 
which came from Tshosa, four miles 
away. All the "marches" converged 
on the Square at one lime, and. as 
there were four drums being heartily 
thumped by enthusiastic native drum- 
mers, sleepy King Williams To»u 
got a thorough rousing. The meeting 
itself was a very good one; nrai'lreds 
of Natives and many White? listened, 
I had two Headmen who are Salva- 
tionists, to speak. Many natives 
thanked us afterwards, one remarking 
'You have to-day fed us; we have got 
meal from you.' On Easter Monday, 
all the Corps united nt Tshosa, where 
we had (--uceessiul gatherings. 
There was great enthusiasm, ef.j;eti- 
ally at the united open-air di-monslra- 
tiou dewn amongst the "raws" 
(heathen.)
